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IN THE CLAIMS : 

1 . (Currently Amended) A computerized method for developing an 
electronic records management system without ieouiring knowledge regarding a 
computer programming language, and c ustomizable to meet the ongoing 
information needs of users of a given enterprise application, the method 
comprising: 

providing a plurality of control tables configurable by a user having 
business subject matter expertise in the enterprise application^ pot required to 
have knowledge regarding a computer p poramming language, with a first set of 
the control tables being configurable to define system-level operational functions, 
with a second set of the control tables being configurable to define si selected 
input medium for uploading information into a repository database, and with a 
third set of the control tables being configurable to define a selected output 
medium for downloading information from the database; 

providing an input/output device for accessing the plurality of control 

tables; 

populating each control table with prescribed rules provided by the user 
having subject matter e xpertise in the enterprise a pplication through the 
input/output device for invoking a respective action in response to a user- 
triggered event; and 

processing the control tables to construct a respective record set object 
array corresponding to the rules provided by the user having subject matter 
expertise in the enterprise application to produce in response to each 
constructed record set object array a customized records management system 
without creating a comp il ab le j mgramcod e based on a computer Programming 
lanouaoe. the record set object array for customizing the records management 
system being dynamically constructed without having to perform a log-off and a 
subsequent log-in for re-starting the system , with the system being accessible by 
the users through the selected input and output mediums In accordance with the 
prescribed rules provided by the user having subject matter expertise in the 
enterprise a pplication.

2. (Original) The computerized method of claim 1 wherein the first 
control table set configurable to define the selected system-level operational 
functions comprises a menu control table including a main menu and a plurality 
of sub-menu choices invocable by a respective user-triggered event. 

3. (Original) The computerized method of claim 2 wherein the first 
control table set configurable to define the selected system-level operational 
functions further comprises a menu tree control table including a menu tree and a 
plurality of tree nodes invocable by a respective user-triggered event 

4. (Original) The computerized method of claim 2 wherein the menu 
control table is linkable to a search control table configurable to define 
searchable keys for retrieving Information from the database. 

5. (Original) The computerized method of claim 2 wherein the menu 
control table is linkable to a data report control table configurable to activate a 
reporting wizard for generating reports from the database. 

6. (Original) The computerized method of claim 2 wherein the menu 
control table is linkable to a menu tree control table including a menu tree and a 
plurality of tree nodes invocable by a respective user-triggered event. 

7. (Original) The computerized method of claim 2 wherein the menu 
control table is linkable to an executable control table configurable to interface 
with programs external to the customized records management system, 

8. (Original) The computerized method of claim 1 wherein the 
second control table set configurable to define the selected input medium for 
uploading information into the repository database comprises a form control table 
for gathering input data.

9. (Original) The computerized method of claim 8 wherein the form 
control table is selected from the group consisting of a form display control table, 
a data tree control table, a dropdown control table, a keypad control table, and a 
coversheet control table. 

10. (Original) The computerized method of claim 1 wherein the third 
control table set configurable to define the selected output medium for 
downloading information from the repository database comprises a form display 
control table for displaying output data. 

1 1 . (Original) The computerized method of claim 1 further comprising 
a data analysis control table configurable to perform predefined analysis on 
selected data in the database. 

12. (Original) The computerized method of claim 5 wherein the user- 
triggered event comprises a computer-detectable interface event selected from 
the group consisting of a computer mouse event, a keyboard event, a pointer 
event, and a user-voice utterance event. 

13. (Original) The computerized method of claim 1 wherein the 
customized records system is rebuildable to include any new customization as 
may be required by the ongoing information needs of the enterprise application 
based on any new prescribed rules provided by the expert to repopulate the 
control tables. 

14. (Original) The computerized method of claim 1 wherein the 
customized records system is accessible to users and experts via a 
communications network selected from the group consisting of a local area 
network a wide area network, an intranet, and the Internet. 
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1 5. (Currently Amended) A computerized applications generator 
system for developing an electronic records management system without 
req uiring knowledge regardin g a computer programming language, and 
customizable to meet the ongoing information needs of users of a given 
enterprise application, the applications generator system: 

memory for storing a plurality of control tables configurable by a user 
having business subject matter expertise in the enterprise application^byLn^ 
required to have knowledge regarding a computer programming language, with a 
first set of the control tables being configurable to define system-level operational 
functions, with a second set of the control tables being configurable to define a 
selected input medium for uploading information Into a repository database, and 
with a third set of the control tables being configurable to define a selected output 
medium for downloading information from the database; 

an input/output device for accessing the plurality of control tables and 
populating each control table with prescribed rules provided by the user having 
sub j ect matter e xpertise in the enterprise a pplication for Invoking a respective 
action in response to a user-triggered event; and 

a processor configured to process the control tables and construct a 
respective record set object array corresponding to the rules provided by the user 
having subject matter expertise in the application to produce in response to each 
constructed record set object array a customized records management system 
without creating a ramp il ahl a p rogram cod e based on a computer programming 
language , the record set flftject array for customizing the records management 
system being dynamically c onstructed without having to perform a log-off and a 
subsequent log-In for re-starting the system, w ith the system being accessible by 
the users through the selected input and output mediums in accordance with the 
prescribed rules provided by the user with subject matter expertise in the 
enterprise a pplication. 
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1 6. (Original) The computerized system of claim 1 5 wherein the first 
control table set configurable to define the selected system-level operational 
functions comprises a menu control table including a main menu and a plurality 
of sub-menu choices invocable by a respective user-triggered event. 

17. (Original) The computerized system of claim 1 6 wherein the first 
control table set configurable to define the selected system-level operational 
functions further comprises a menu tree control table including a menu tree and a 
plurality of tree nodes invocable by a respective user-triggered event. 

1 8. (Original) The computerized system of claim 1 6 wherein the menu 
control table is linkable to a search control table configurable to define 
searchable keys for retrieving information from the database. 

1 9. (Original) The computerized system of daim 16 wherein the menu 
control table is linkable to a data report control table configurable to activate a 
reporting wizard for generating reports from the database. 

20. (Original) The computerized system of claim 16 wherein the menu 
control table is linkable to a menu tree control table including a menu tree and a 
plurality of tree nodes invocable by a respective user-triggered event 

21 . (Original) The computerized system of claim 1 6 wherein the menu 
control table is linkable to an executable control table configurable to interface 
with programs external to the customized records management system. 

22. (Original) The computerized system of claim 1 5 wherein the 
second control table set configurable to define the selected input medium for 
uploading information into the repository database comprises a form control table 
for gathering input data. 
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23. (Original) The computerized system of claim 22 wherein the form 
control table is selected from the group consisting of a form display control table, 
a data tree control table, a dropdown control table, a keypad control table, and a 
coversheet control table. 

24. (Original) The computerized system of claim 1 5 wherein the third 
control table set configurable to define the selected output medium for 
downloading information from the repository database comprises a form display 
control table for displaying output data. 

25. (Original) The computerized system of claim 15 further comprising 
a data analysis control table configurable to perform predefined analysis on 
selected data in the database. 

26- (Original) The computerized system of claim 1 9 wherein the user* 
triggered event comprises a computer-detectable interface event selected from 
the group consisting of a computer mouse event, a keyboard event, a pointer 
event, and a user-voice utterance event. 

27, (Original) The computerized system of claim 1 5 wherein the 
customized records system is rebuildable to include any new customization as 
may be required by the ongoing information needs of the enterprise application 
based on any new prescribed rules provided by the expert to repopulate the 
control tables. 

28. (Original) The computerized system of claim 1 6 wherein the 
customized records system Is accessible to users and experts via a 
communications network selected from the group consisting of a local area 
network, a wide area network, an intranet, and the Internet. 
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
